the trend of which may be roughly 
anticipated from the fact that the new 
ministry is avowedly in power for the 
definite object “of carrying on the war 
with all the vigor the nation can com- 
mand to a successful end.” 

Today's news from government cir- 
cles included the announcement of the 
departure of Mr. Balfour, the secretary 
for foreign affairs, for three weeks’ 
vacation. Although his vacation comes 
at an important juncture, the organi- 
zation of the foreign office permits af- 
fairs to proceed uninterruptedly under 
the direction of Lord Robert Cecil and 
Baron Hardinge, the under secretaries, 
while the larger questions of general 
policy doubtless will receive the atten- 
tion of the war cabinet, over which the 
prime minister presides, Lords Curzon 
and Milner also being members with 
wide diplomatic experience. 

It is recalled that Mr. Balfour’s des- 
~“"gnation as foreign minister met with 
severe criticism from the Northcliffe 
press, and Lord Northcliffe himself 
urged Mr. Lloyd-George to follow the 
precedent of Lord Salisbury in direct- 
ing foreign affairs as well as assum- 
ing the premiership. While Mr. Bal- 
four’s absence is said to, be due to in- 
disposition following illness, and there 
is no suggestion of its being prolong- 
ed beyond three weeks, yet it has the 
effect of leaving the shaping of the 
‘larger policies regarding the German 
note and foreign issues largely in the 
hands of the premier. 

Page Delivers Peace Note. 

The peace note of the central powers 
was handed to the British government 
today by Walter Hines Page, the Amer- 
ican ambassador. 

Mr. Page called at the foreign office 
early in the day. Im the absence of A. 
J. Balfour, the foreign secretary, he 
presented the note to Lord Robert 
Cecil, under-secretary for foreign af- 
fairs. 

The note was in a large white 
envelope, handed by Ambassador Page 
to Lord Robert withgut any comment 
and the recipient deny no reference to 
the question of peace, simply thanking 
Mr. Page for the transmission of the 
message from the central powers. 

The two diplomats spent a short time 
in conversation, but as one said: “We 
talked about everything but the con- 
tents of the envelope.” 

The note willbe considered by the 
British cabinet tomorrow, it being re- 
ceived too late today to enable the 
council to be called. The next step 
after the meeting of the cabinet will 
be to get into communication with the 
allies of Great Britain so that joint 
action may be taken. This is expected 
to take at least a week. 

It has been ascertained -hat the note 
contains no terms and the impression 
prevails in official circles that until 
these are disclosed a conference is im- 
possible. 


Note Presented.to All Allies. 
The presentation of the German note 


to the entente allied governments has 
now practically been accomplished, 
While the British foreign office was 
receiving the document from Ambassa- 
dor Page, shortly after noon, a similar 
delivery was taking place in Paris.

Underwood for Referendum. 


Senator Underwood occupied most of 
the time today defending the referen- 
dum. He declared he believed it within 
the power of congress to pass a law 
whose operation would be dependent 
for approval or disapproval by the peo- 
ple of the district, and that the supreme 
court has indicated in analogous cases 
that this would not be considered a 
delegation of the legi'slative functi@n of 
congress. Senator Borah, Senator Suth- 
erland and several others were inclined 
to question this view. The Alabama sen- 
ator said he was opposed to woman suf- 
frage, but if the senate insisted he 
would support the referendum amend- 
ment changed to include all persons 
“regardless of sex.” 

Urging the referendum a's a fair pro- 
posal, Senator John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, declared himself in favor 
of an absolute prohibition bill, and an- 
nounced incidentally that he _ had 
“crossed the Rubicon and had deter- 
mined never again to be a candidate for 
the United States senate or any other 
office.” The senator has just been re- 
elected. 

Hoke Smith Opposes Referendum. 

Senator!Hoke Smith will vote against 
a referendum vote of the district on 
the subject of local prohibition, and in 
favor of the bill, when the question 
comes to a vote tomorrow. Senator 
Hardw e with Senator Un- 
derwood, of Alabama, for the referen- 
dum and against a dry district. 

“The only kind of referendum I could 
approve,-if any at all were practical, 
which it is not, would be one limited 
to those whose residence here is direct- 
ly a result of the fact that this is the 
eat of government. Under the consti- 
tution this city was intended as the 
seat of government and nothing else. 
It was not intended to be a financial 
center, a social center, an industrial, 
metropolism or anything else. It is the 
city of all of the people of the nation 
and their wishes should control, I be- 
lieve my constituents would approve a 
dry capital, and I will vote to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of liquors at 
the seat of government, 

“Tf I voted for a referendum on the 
subject it would be limited to the offi- 
cial circle, cabinet minfsters, members 
of congress, employees of the executive 
departments, and newspapermen who 
are here reporting the sessions of con- 
gress,” 


PEOPLE ADVISED 
TO STUDY ANIMALS

Washington, December 18.—The pub- 
lic health service which has been gath- 
ering statistics on nervous diseases and 
their tendency to shorten life today is- 
sued a bulletin against worrying. 

“So far as is known,” says the bul- 
letin, “no bird ever tried to build more 
nests than its neighbor: no fox ever 
fretted because he had only one hole in 
which to hide; no squirrel ever died of 


anxiety lest he should not lay by 
enough nuts for two winters instead of 
for one, and no dog ever lost any 
sleep over the fact that he did not have 
enough bones laid aside for his declin- 
ing years.” . 


With Spinal Cord Severed 
Young Boy Still Lives 
Following Queer Accident 


Rome, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) 
The condition of Holmes Smith, Jr., 
the 8-year-old boy accidentally shot 
with a 22-caliber rifle last week,: is 
unchanged. The boy is still alive de- 
spite the fact that his spinal cord was 
severed by the bullet. 

It has been ascertained that the rifle 
with which the child was playing at 
the time was not in the hands of an- 
other boy, but was in some leaves cn 
the ground, and one of his playmates 
tripped over it, causing it to be dis- 
charged. 


STATE GETS $50,000 
IN INHERITANCE TAX 


.Comptroller General Wm. 
A. Wright Claims This as 
Georgia’s Share of the Big 
Egleston Estate. 


The state of Georgia is to receive 5 
per cent of the entire Egleston estate 
as inheritance tax, according to Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright. This 
will amount to $50,000 or more,.as the 


estate is estimated to be worth, $1,000,- 
000. 

General Wright made this announce- 
ment Monday following the recent de- 
cision of Judge Pendleton on Saturday, 
in which the superior court official 
cleared up the relation of the original 
will and a codicil drawn up later while 
Mr. Egleston was in a Philadelphia hos- 
pital. ‘ : 

When the will was written the in- 
heritance tax was nota law. When the 
cdtlicil was written the inheritance law 
had been passed, and while the codicil 
made no specific mention of the in- 
heritance tax it provided that the 
codicil should be “liberally construed.” 
Taking this to mean that Mr. Egleston 
wished the legatees should be provided 
for first of all, Judge Pendleton decid- 
ed that the inheritance tax ‘should be 
paid out of the residue of the estate 
so that each legatee will receive the 
exact amount specified without any re- 
duction for inheritance tax. 7 

Comptroller General Wright rules 
that the inheritance tax must be paid 
on the entire amount without any ex- 
emptions, and that the rate shall be 5 
per cent, the limit allowed by the law. 
This tax must be paid the state of 
Georgia within 12 months after the 
death of Mr. Egleston.

Kaiser’s Troops Regain Part

OVER 11,000 GERMANS

New York, December 18.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—French troops have regain- 
ed the entire occupancy of the Cham- 
brettes farm, northeast of Verdun and 
about the center of their advance of 
last week. Prisoners taken in the latest 
French thrust on the Verdun front now 
total more than 11,000, in addition to 
115 cannon and 107 machine guns cap- 
tured or destroyed. Paris

Unofficial estimates made in Berlin 
place the losses of the French army to 
date at 3,800,000 men, and the British 
losses at 1,300,000. The Anglo-French 
losses on the Somme to the end of No- 
vember are estimated at 800,000, the 
British share being 550,000.

500,000. 


MINOR FIGHTING 
IN RUMANIA. 


In the regian of Buzeu, Berlin states, 
the soldiers of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen have been successful in minor en- 
gagements. Petrograd asserts that in 
the region of the Filipechti railroad 
station, east of Buzeu, hostile attacks 
were arrested. . 

The Babadagh-Pecineaga line, about 
forty miles north of the Tchernavoda- 
Constanza railway, has been crossed by 
the Teutonic troops, who now have 
taken virtually all the ground they 
held during their previous advange in 
northern Dobrudja. The advance in 
Dobrudja brings the forces of the cen- 
tral powers neaF the important fatrda 
and storage centets of Ibraila and

On the western Moldavian frontier 
the Russians have taken two ridges of 
heights, according to Petrograd. One 
ridge was in the Uzul valley and the 
other east of Glashutte, where more 
than 200 prisoners were captured. 

Except for the repulse of Russian at- 
tacks by the Austro-Germans near 
Lutsk, in Volhynia, and near Zboroff, 
in Galicia, there has been little activity 
on the other battle fronts. 


11,387 PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY FRENCH 
ON VERDUN FRONT 


Paris, December 18.—French forces 
have taken 11,387 German prisoners on 
the Verdun front since December 15, 
according to the French war office an- 
nouncement this afternoon. 

A violent German coynter attack on 
the Meuse yesterday resulted in Ger- 
man forces securing a footing at the 
Chambrettes farm. 

The statement says: 

“South of the River Somme a detach- 
ment of the enemy which was endeav- 
oring to occupy our lines southeast of 
Berny has been repulsed with hand 


grenades. On the right bank of the 
River Meuse, after the bombardment 


reported in the communication of yes- 
terday, German ferces delivered a vio- 
lent counter attack yesterday evening 
upon our new positions. They succeed- 
ed, however, only in securing a footing 
at a point on the Chambrettes farm. 
We continue to hold the immediate sur- 
roundings of this location. Elsewhere 
the night passed in quiet. 

‘The number of prisoners taken by 
us since the 15th of December on the 
Verdun front is at Present, according 
to the latest counting, 11,387, including 
284 officers. The war material captured 
or destroyed includes 115 cannon, 44 
bomb throwers and 107 machine guns.”

“We will be grateful to Him that we 
have thus far the honor of being His 
instruments in the divine’ judgment 
that has come upon our enemies, Let 
the decision fall as it will. The hew- 
ing will proceed further until our ad- 
versaries have had enough.”

CARRANZA REFUSED 
T0 SIGN PROTOCOL 


“First Chief” Objects More 
to Statement by Secretary 
Lane Than to Terms of the 
Document.

Philadelphia, December 18.—General 
Carranza’s representatives on the Mex- 
ican-American joint. commission made 
to the American members today the 
admission that the protocal signed 
three weeks ago at Atlantic City had 
not been ratified. They supplemented 
that admission, however, with a decla- 
ration of the attitude of the Carranza 
government and assured the Americans 
that the delay in ratification did not 
signify the rejection of the agreement 
which they had signed after almost 
three months of cansideration. 

The exact character of the communi- 
cation from the Mexicans was not made 
public, but it was evident at the close 
of the conference that both Americans 
and Mexicans regarded as probable the 
official sanction of the protocol and 
the resumption of the sessions at which 
it has been planned to discuss ques-, 
tions at issue between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Mexico. 
Two sessions were held and late to- 
day when the commission adjourned, it 
was announced that another meeting 
would be held tomorrow. Unless a 
break in the conferences, now unex- 
pected, occurs, it was believed tonight 
that the sessions might be continued 
until near the end of th® week when 
an adjournment would be taken until 
after New Year's day.

strictions as to how far the pursuit 
ould be carried would be tolerated. 
Pirhougn not included in the protocol 
rarranza interpreted this statement as 
vitally connected with the agreement 
and has protested against the pursu- 
ance of such a policy by the United 
States. To the conditions named in the 
protocol for the withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops now in Chihuahua under 
General Pershing, it is understood he 
made no ‘serious objection. The terms 
for their withdrawal are that they 
shall be taken out within 40 days after 
ratification of the protocol if in that 
time, bandits have not altered condi- 
tions in that part of the country so 
materially that the peace of the bor- 
der would be menaced, and that Car- 
ranza would garrison the territory as 
the Americans are withdrawn. 
To Avoid a Break. 

Carranza signed no communication 
to the commission, but authorized Mr. 
Pani to draft and to submit the state- 
ment intended as a counter declara- 
tion of policy. It was learned that the 
Mexican commissioners were empow- 
ered to use their judgment in phrasing 
the document and that they were urged 
by Carranza not to cau'se a break with 
the Americans if it could be avoided. 
The attitude of the Americans ap- 
peared tonight to be that the message 
from Mexico would be considered care- 
fully, and it was indicated that they 
perceived in it no insuperable bar to 
further debate. 
Mr. Pani appeared today as the 
dominant member of the Mexican com- 
mission, although Luis Cabrera retains 
officially the chairmanship. He ex- 
plained verbally to the Americans at 
the forenoon session the manner in 
which Carranza received the protocol 
and later discussed the details of his 
visit to Queretaro with Dr. J. R. Mott 
of the American commission at lunch. 
The written. report was placed before 
the commissioners at the afternoon ses- 
sion. 
The Americans did not give the Mexi- 
cans a reply. but after the late session 
considered the counter declaration at a 
meeting by themselves. 
Mr. Pani said after the conference 
that he believed a satisfactory ar- 
rangement would be arranged and the 
Americans were hopeful that the meet- 
ing tomorrow would bring them nearer 
to an understanding that would be fol- 
lowed by the ratification of the proto- 
col either by Carranza himself or by 
‘some one he might authorize to act 
for him.

REMAIN ON THE BORDER 


Artillerymen Will Soon Have 
Far’ More Comfortable 
Tents Than at Present. 


El Paso, Texas, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Georgia artillerymen, en- 
camped at Fort Bliss, had a consider- 
able crimp ~ut in their hopes of an 
early return home when a caravan of 
}army trucks rolled up to their camp to- 
day and began to unload thousands of 
pieces of lumber, which are to be used 
in making floors and sides for the tents 
of the Georgia battalion of artillery.

DROPPED BY BOELKE 


Dramatic Experiences Related 
by German Aviator—One 
Grewsome Incident. 


Berlin, December 18.—(Via Sayville.) 
Replete with dramatic incidents and 
interesting features are the reports 
just published of the late Captain 
Boelke, the famous German aviator, 
who breught down forty hostile air- 
planes. As summarized by the Over- 


seas News Agency these reports from, 


the field include the following: 


Shortly after the opening of the war, 
October 27, 1914, Boelke reported that 
on a reconnotering trip over Rheims 
he had observed nine batteries, one of 
which was in close proximity to the 
Cathedral. 
ported: “The superiority of the German 
machines is becoming more apparent. 
Today I had the impresson that the 
enemy was no longer offering resist- 
ance, but that he had nearly gfVen 
up hope of escape. Shortly before the 
downtall of the hostile machine the 
observer made a typical movement with 
his hand, as if to say: ‘Why, let us 
zo on; we are done for, and sur- 
render.’ ”’ 


Fought at Close Range. 


The reports show that in the ma- 
jority of the air engagements the dis- 
tance between the combatants usually 
was about 100 meters, 1 
from thirty to forty meters. On No- 
vember 2, 1915, Boelke made bold to 
approach a French aviator as close as 
three meters. “He fied,” says Boelke’s 
report, “but it didn’t help him, for I 
was much quicker. I fired 500 shots, 
keeping up the fire until he began to 
fall. I had approached up to a distance 
of three meters and still he hadn't 
begun to come down. At the moment 
when a collision seemed inevitable 


turned my machine rapidly on its left 


side. The enemy turned his upside 
down on the right hand. J did not see 
him any more.”’ 

Many times hostile machines made 
seemingly incredible efforts to escape 
the much-feared German aviator, the 
hostile airman apparently desiring at 
least to save his own life, the reports 
indicate. 
ported: 

“Again I approached the enemy, who 
had already been violently fired upon. 
Then I saw something most peculiar. 
The observer had climbed upon the left 
wing of the machine and was clinging 
to the supports. He looked at me as 
if quite terrified, and waved his hand. 
I had shot away a piece of the helm 
and the machine had pitched downward. 
In order again to get it in balance the 
observer nad seated himself on the 
wing.” 

Grewsome Incident. y 

Boelke reported a grewsonie incident 
as occurring on one of the last of his 
raids, on October 8 of this year. “lI 
wondered at the stubbornness of the 
enemy,” wrote the aviator, “consider- 
ing that he must have been finished a 
long time ago, but he continued to 
circle in the same fashion. Reason told 
me that the man must be dead, and that 
the machine was being tmaintained in 
its right position only by the rubber 
hands at the helm. ‘Therefore I ap- 
proached closely and saw the occupant 
of the machine leuning tuward the 
right side, dead.

true that the city is not now in a position 
to grant any increases, but certainly there 
should be no talk of reduction when actual 
living expenses are anywhere from 25 to 50 
per cent more than they were a year or two 
years ago. 3 

On the other hand, there should not, of 
course, be any unnecessary jobs. There is 
no place in city hall or municipal depart- 
ments for sinecures. If there are employees 
on the city payrolls drawing salaries for 
unnecessary work, or no work at all, they 
should be removed from it. 

The proper turn for economy to take in 
the matter of city employees is not salary 
reduction, but a basis of actual necessity as 
to the number of employees in the city’s 
service. This is the view which Mr. Can- 
dier takes, and it is one in which he will 
undoubtedly be commended, not only by tax- 
payers, but by Atlanta’s citizens generally. 

It will be a source of gratification and 
satisfaction to those employees who are ren- 
dering the city good and important service, 
to know that such is the attitude of the new 
mayor and that they need have no fear of 
salary reduction at a time when no salaried 
man can afford it. 

Mr. Candler has other definite ideas as 
to municipal economy which he proposes to 
bring into operation as far as possible as 
soon as he gets into the mayor’s office. He 
is convinced that considerably better results 
can be obtained with the city’s income than 
have been secured within recent years; and 
it is upon this line that he proposes to work.

PUNISHMENT IS NEEDED. 
._ Undoubtedly the case of the killing of 
Miss Jeannette Dearybury by a careless au- 
tomobilist is one in which the offender 
should be severely ‘dealt with under the 


| law, as is pointed out in the communication 


of D. A. Russell, Jr., published in The Con- 
stitution today. 

While the killing of Miss Dearybury by 
the unknown driver of this automobile can- 
not be characterized as murder, it evidently 
comes within the legal definition of invol- 


untary manslaughter in the commission of 
an unlawful act. For, according to Sstate- 
ments made, the Griver of the car was vjo- 
lating the city traffic ordinances at the time, 
a thing of which he was apparently well 
aware because he hastened to get away and 
conceal himself. 

The worst feature of it, of course, was 
the driver’s failure to stop and see if he 
could render any assistance to his victim. 
He deliberately sought to escape arrest and 
responsibility for his ca”eless action, the 
apparent result of illegal and reckless driv- 
ing. 

One reason why Atlanta has not come 
any nearer to putting a stop to this class 
of accidents, the result of reckless and care- 
less driving, is that so far as the records 
show, no adequate deterrent punishment has 
been imposed in any previous case. The 
most that has been done is to fine the 
offender for reckless driving. One or two 
promptly imposed jail or chaingang sen- 
tences would have the desired effect and 
quickly put a stop to that sort of driving 
which is more and more endangering the 
life and limb of pedestrians on city streets. 

The law specifically forbids the reckless 
driving of an automobile. Driving of this 
sort, therefore, is, of course, an unlawful 
act. The driver may not mean to kill or 
even to injure any person whatsoever; nev- 


ertheless, under such circumstances the law. 


makes him guilty of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter in the commission of an illegal act, 
which is a felony, and prescribes a punish- 
ment of one to three years’ imprisonment 
in the state penitentiary. 

We fail to recall where it is on record 
that any such sentence as this has been 
imposed in any case of manslaughter due 
to reckless automobile driving. That is 
just the trouble. When it becomes defi- 
nitely known through one or two sentences 
of this sort imposed, that the courts are 
determined to'protect life and limb in so far 
as they can do so under the law, reckless 
driving will become almost a thing of the 
past. 

It is, of course, the duty of the police 
department to leave no stone unturned to 
arrest and bring to justice offenders of this 
sort in every case. When they do that and 
the courts back them up by sentences com- 


will be safer on Atlanta’s streets. 


RUSSIA AND PEACE. 


To those who have been inclined to credit 
the recyrrent rumors that Russia was lack- 
ing in sincerity to her allies and stood ready 
to enter into a separate peace with Ger- 
many, the official statement of the Russian 
attitude toward the German proposals must 
come as someWhat of a shock. 

Whereas, neither. England nor France 
have declined to consider what Germany 
has to offer, Russia is emphatic in her op- 
position even to the recertion of the peace 
proposals for the purposes of consideration. 
While it was not so stated in the announce- 
ment of the Russian position, it is undoubt- 
edly true that opposition from the czar’s 
government grows chiefly out of the Ger- 
man proposal to turn Poland and Lithuania 
into independent kingdoms. 

There is doubtless much in the state- 
ment which comes from the Russian for- 
eign office to the effect that the German 
proposal was, largely at least, a theatrical 
impress neutrals with Ger- 


movement, to 


many’s desire for peace, and to put the bur- | 


den of responsibility for continuation of the 
war as largely as possible upon Germany’s 
enemies. On the other hand, it may be ac- 
cepted as beyond question that Germany 
did not and does not expect the terms which 
she offered to be accepted withdut radical 
modification. 

If the statement of President Rodzianko, 
of the Russian duma, to the effect tht Rus- 
sia will consent to a termination of the war 
only upon a basis of the suppression of Ger- 
man militarism, means what it says, certain- 
ly nothing can come of Germany’s offer. 
For that is the one point at which Ger- 
many will undoubtedly balk; and moreover, 
each of the allies opposing the Teutonic 
powers has entered into ironclad agreement 
not to make a separate peace. 

Germany's threat to force Russia to 
separate peace in spite of the agreement 
made with her allies, is evidently more or 
less of an idle boast, clearly negatived by 
Russia’s limitless resources in men and food 
supplies, even though she may experience 
some dificulty in keeping herself in arms 
and ammunition. 

If there is any one thing, perhaps, which 


would have lent a hopeful aspect to the | 
pending peace proposals, it would have been |

Vigorous Action Needed 
To Put End to Unnecessary 
Automobile Accidents 


Editor Constitution: It seems that in the 
recent tragic death of Miss Jeannette Deary- 
bury who died from injuries received when 
knocked down by an automobile, there is a 
case which should be thoroughly investigat- 
ed, and the party guilty of such an act be 
brought to justice and given the limit of 
the law. j ’ 

Here is a tragedy which has occurred 
within the heart of our city, and yet the one 
responsible is at liberty. 

This girl, in the act of boarding her car 
for home, was struck down and the driver 
without stopping, left her there dying. 

The victim was not a mere dog, but she 
was one of our fairest girls, just on the bor- 
derland of womanhood, but what difference 
did it matter to the driver, who, in the first 
place was violating the law by driving on 
the left side of the street, second, by not 
Staying within the speed limit, and last, 
most inhuman of all, by not even stopping. 

I can see nothing but murder in an act 
of this kind. Some may differ with me, 
but what other name shall he or she go 
under? 

We can call it an accident when this driv- 
er ran down. the girl, but the fact remains 
that he did not even stop and offer what 
aid he could, and will any of us be so fool- 
ish as to call this forgetfulness? I pray not® 

How horrible must be the thought that 
anyone could be so cold-hearted as to com- 
mit such a terrible crime. 

If it be possible that the guilty one can 
escape justice in this case, can we even have 
an idea of what shall be the next horror 
before us? 

There can be no reason whatever for 
such murder, and if it had occurred on the 
outskirts of the city it would be the same. 

I cannot believe that ever has a more 
serious affair developed in our city which 
demanded as prompt arrest and conviction 
as this one requires, not alone for the satis- 
faction of the saddened family, but for the 
safeguarding of others in the future. 

It seems to me that in a great city the 
size of Atlanta, the police authorities should 
be able to enforce the laws and ordinances 
against reckless driving. 

We can now only hope that the guilty 
one will get his sentence. But let us all 
pray that similar fate will not have to sad- 
den some other family.

GOODRICH MEN HOLDING 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 
TO PLAN 1917 BUSINESS 


Intended to facilitate the course of justice 
in the higher ,courts of Georgia, the state 
supreme court has adopted a new set of rules 
governing certiorari proceedings, embodying 
many striking improvements over the old. 

The rules hitherto applying in this court, 
as respect certiorari, have deen cumber- 
some and in many instances worked hard- 
ship both upon attorneys practicing before 
the court and upon litigants. All of Which 
is, it is thought, remedied by the new cer- 
tiorari rules; which are as follows: 

Rule 1. No decision of the court of ap- 
peals will be reviewed by certiorari, unless 
the applicant gives written notice to the 
clerk of the court of appeals, within ten days 
after the filing of the judgment, of his in- 
tention to apply to the supreme court for a 
writ of certiorari; nor unless such application 
for certiorari be filed with the clerk of the 
supreme court within thirty days from the 
filing of the judgment in the court of ap- 
peals. 

Rule 2. Where an application is submit- 
ted to this court for a writ of certiorari to 
review a decision of the court of appeals, 
the petitioner must furnish as an exhibit to 
the petition a certified copy of the entire rec- 
ord of the case in the court of appeals, or, 
in lieu thereof, a copy of such record, omit- 
ting the evidence if the evidence is not 
deemed necessary by the applicant. In either 
event the transcript shall contain a copy of 
the judgment and of the opinion or opinions 
of the court of appeals. If this court shall be 
of the opinion that the evidence is necessary 
for a determination of the question raised in 
the petition, the applicant will be required 
to furnish a certified copy of the evidence; 
and on his failure to comply with the order 
of this court in this respect, the writ will be 
denied. The petition shall contain a succinct 
abstract and statement of the matter in- 
volved, and the specific reason or reasons re- 
lied on for the allowance of the writ. A fail- 
ure to comply with this provision will be 
deemed a sufficient reason for denying the 
petition. Notice of the date of the filing of 
the petition, together with a copy of the peti- 
tion, and ‘brief, if any, in support of the 
same, shall be served on counsel for the re- 
spondent within three days after such date; 
the brief for respondent, if,any, shall be filed 
within five days of such service. Oral argu- 
ment will not be permitted on such petition. 

Rule 3. All applications for a writ of cer- 
tiorari to the court of appeals must be filed 
wit the clerk of the supreme court, and 
shall be by him submitted to the court on 
the tenth day after such filing. The clerk of 
the supreme court shall give notice to the 
clerk of the court of appeals of the filing of 
all applications for the writ of certiorari. 

Rule 4. Applications for certiorari shall 
be docketed as other cases. The costs in such 
cases shall be ten dollars, and shall be paid 
to the clerk on the filing of the application 
he certiorari. On failure to pay the costs, 
he clerk shall not file the application.

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TRADE BOARD PROBES — 
NEWS PRINT SHORTAGE 


Inquiries Addressed to All In- 
terests Concerned Through- 
out the Country. 


Washingten, December 18.—The fed- 
¢rai trade commission, in conference 
today with committees of newspaper 
publishers, paper manufacturers and 
jobbers in an effort to work out a plan 
for relieving the news print paper sit- 
uation, addressed inquiries to all the 
interests concerned throughout the 
country to ascertain if an actual news 
Print shortage exists. 

Publishers of the larger papers were 
asked if they will relinquish some of 
the paper they have contracts for dur- 
ing 1917; small publishers weré asked 
the extent of their 1917 needs; manu- 


facturers were directed to inform the 
commission concerning 1917 contracts 
and their next year’s production, and 
jobbers were requested to furnish gen- 
eral information regarding the amount 
ti news print paper they will han- 

e. 

The conference discussed a plan pro- 
posed by manufacturers under which 
large publishers would give up five 
per cent of their 1917 contract supplies 
to fill the needs of small publishers. 
There was a growing objection on the 
Part of the large publishers to this 
proposal. The contention was advanc- 
ed that no actual shortage exists and 
that manufacturers are to blame if 
there is a shortage next year. 

Plans of the publishers for financing 
paper mills to help take care of news- 
paper needs, it was said, are rapidly 
taking shape. Some publishers are of 
the opinion this is the only way to 
increase their news print production, 
and that the publishers of the country 
must arrange to care for their own 
needs or go out of business. 

The committee of publishers, manu- 
facturers and jobbers will be called 
into conference again, 
week, to discuss the situation. It is 
expected the replies to the inquiries 
will have been received by then and 
details of the plan of distribution pro-

What is 
termed by Britis officials as Ger- 
many’s methods f conducting war 
against a civilian™population, particu- 
larly in the recent Belgian deportations, 
also is likely to be pointed out. 

While the note as presented makes no 
reference to a conference there contin- 
ues to be indications that Germany is 
seeking a conference.

Winter wheat was sown this fall on 
an estimated area of 40,090,000 acres, 
an inerease 
revised estimate of the area sown in 
the fall of 1915, the department of 
agriculture today announced. 

Condition on December 1 was 85.7 per 
cent of a normal compared with 87.: 
last year, 658.23 m 191% and 90.2, the ten- 
year average. 

A statement by the department of 
agriculture, summarizing its first re- 
port on the winter wheat crop, said 
that the increase in the plantings in 
the South Atlantic states was from 5 
‘o 10 per cent. 

Rye sown this fall is estimated at 
1,214,000 acres, an increase of 740,000 
acres over the revised estimate of the 
area sown in the fall of 1915. 

Condition of rye on December 1 was 
$8.8 per cent of a normal, compared 
with 91.5 last year, 93.6 in 1914, and 
¥2.4, the ten-year average. 

“The fall plantings ot winter wheat 
are reported to be 2.3 per cent greater 
than in the autumn of 1915.. The pres- 
ent area seeded, 40,090,000 acres, is the 
greatest ever planted, with the excep- 
tion of the 40,453,000 acres seeded two 
years ago, and is more than 10 per cent 
wreater than planted in any year prior 
.o the fall] of 1914. 

“The high price received for the pres- 
ent year’s crop had encouraged an in- 
tention to planta largely increased 
acreage, but the unusual dryness at 
seeding time throughout practically the 
entire winter wheat producing terri- 


tory largely prevented these intentions | 


being realized. 

. “Inereases of between 5 and 10 per 
cent were general in the South Atlantic 
states. lowa increased 10 per cent; Ne- 
braska and Michigan increased 8 per 
cent: Llllinois, 5 per cent; Ohio, 4 per 
cent, and Kansas, 3 per cent. In the 


western group of states Colorado and | 


‘‘alifornia show increases of 5 per cent 
over last year, Montana remaining the 
same. Utah is 96, Idaho 95, Washing- 
ton 87, and Oregon 80. 

“The condition of winter wheat is 
85-7 per cent of a normal at this time. 
it is 2 per cent lower than last year 
at this time, and 4.5 per cent lower than 
the 10-year average, ranging slightly 
under 90 in most of the eastern states, 
and between 83 and 93 in the central 
states. In the west the condition is 99, 
or slightly above in most states ex- 


it is 72 and 78, respectively. 

“The low condition is almost uniform- 
lv ascribable to the lateness of plant- 
ing. which has prevented wheat from 
attaining its usual growth at this time, 
and in some instances late seedings 
have not yet germinated. Little men- 
tion is made of the Hessian fly, al- 
though it is in evidence to some extent, 
particularly in Kansas.”’

Morrison combined the ability to play 
quarterback and call signals with a 
knack of knowing just which was the 
right signal to call, and gave the im- 
pression to not only his mates, but the 
opposition and even the side lines that 
he was the coolest man on the field, 
and that impression is not without its 
psychological effect. 

Jim Senter was as good an end in 
every department of play as the south 
has seen since the days of Vaughn 
Blake, and the fact that but one other 
end, G. Vowell, of Tennessee, came near 
this class, and the trouble the dope- 
sters had in choosing a mate for Vow- 
ell on their all-southerns, proves the 
value to an eleven of an end of the 
Senter type. 

Then, soak Senter’s loss will be felt 
generally, not only at Tech, but else- 
where, as sportsmen and gentlemen of 
the Senter type are a credit to any 
game. They lift the general personnel 
of any sport. The fact that he has 
played his four years will, therefore, 
be of general regret. 

Canty’s “Pep.” 

Long Canty Alexander exuded ‘‘pep”’ 
from every pore. He* had the ideal 
college spirit. He always was able to 
rally fagging mates, and the Jackets 
never were wanting in encouragement 
when Canty was in the line-up. Some- 
one must be found who will “take it 
up” as continuously as Canty did dur- 
ing 1916. 

“Old Reliable’ Bob Lang was one of 
those pluggers that is the delight of 
every coach’s he@rt. Bob, for four years, 
answered the call for practice in Sep- 
tember, and when the final whistle 
blew on Turkey day, Bob was still in 
the game hammering away at the op- 
position, never hurt, never having to 
have been taken out in any scrimmage, 
practice or game during his four years. 

Athletes of the Lang type are the ex- 
ception not the rule, and his place is 
going to be extremely hard to fill. The 
coaches never worried about Lang. He 
was never outplayed by anyone, there 
was never any hole being opened 
through him, and they did not have to 
send in a substitute because he was 
tiring, was hurt or missing plays. ® 
Johnston’s Interference. 
but not least, is Talley John- 
This fellow’s work has always 
been underestimated. It is our candid 
opinion that Tally Johnston was the 
best interferer that ever played foot- 
ball in the south. 

Not every back can lead interference. 
We have seen some of the real stars 
of the country play football, some of 
those who drew places on all-star elev- 
ens, yet they were of no help to their 
mates in running with the ball. 

That the Tech offense went so 
smoothly that music could have been 
played with the formations in the 
Georgia and Auburn games was due 
solely to the way Johnston led inter- 
ference. And his example was such 
that the other backs fell inte line and 
the linemen came out and helped until 
the Tech runner had a great wall of 
interference as has ever been tendered 
any backs.

“A year ago, the abnormal construction 
activity that had begun during the early 
Summer of 1915 reached its apex. The 
; Statement for November, 1915, showed an 
increase in volume over that of November, 
1914, of 75 per cent. It is therefore with 
the floodtide of that remarkable busfhess 
that present building comparisons are made. 
The figures reveal that the pace of a year 
ago is maintained. 

“The official reports of building permits, 
issued in 109 of the principal cities of the 
United States for November, as received by 
The American Contractor, New York, total 
$69,268,617, as compared with $68,465,791 for 
November, 1915, an increase of 1 per cent. 
The statement must therefore be regarded 
as favorable, or as more than merely fa- 
vorable, for besides the great activity a 
year ago there are other considerations that 
would ordinarily put a check upon new con- 
struction. Of these the abnormal scarcity 
of some material and its high price, are 
perhaps the most notable. It might almost 
be said that the structures that are now 
going up are those that are indispensable, 
or those which the owners believe will yield 
an adequate profit upon the enhanced cost 
of construction. 

“New York city shows a recognizable de- 
crease and Chicago limps a little in the com- 
parison, The reason usually assigned for 
the decrease in New York city is that under 
the new zoning law construction is naturaily 
the more conservative. It is there a period 
of adjustment to. radically new conditions. 
The activities in Chicago a year ago were 
very pronounced. And as the cities go 
numerically, there is the usual diversity of 
showings, 63 gaining in the comparison, 45 
making losing exhibits, and one ‘breaking 
even,’ ’’
